Those who see pictures of lawn archery-are 


likely to get the impression" that the bow and 
arrow is.a toy. So much has been said about 
superiority of firearms that many now have no 
realization that the bow and arrow also-'is a deadly 
weapon, even in the hands of a modern American. 


Dr. Saxton Pope'-and Arthur Young, both of 


California, demonstrated this when they went 
into Wyoming to kill grizzly bears for the mu- 
seum of the California Academy of Sciences. 


They used yew bows they made themselves. 


The bows were about five feet long. The arrows 
were a yard in length, with sharp steel points. 
The flight of such an arrow is plainly visible, but 
it has the power to pierce a bear's tough hide 
and thick rib. If no bones fire struck, such an 
arrow has power to drive completely through a 
large bear. 


This suggests that it was not so one-sided as 


might be imagined when pioneers with muskets 
fought Indians, armed with bowl}, in the early 
settlement of America.
